You are hereby notified to meet at the Newington Town Hall on Tuesday, March 10, 2009 to 
act on Articles 1 - 2. The Polls will open at 11:00 a.m. and close at 7:00 p.m. 


The Business portion of the meeting to act on Articles 3 through 18 will resume on Saturday, 
March 14, 2009 at 1:30pm. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose in the manner provided by law; One (1) Selectmen for 3 years; one 
(1) Treasurer for 1 year; one (1) Town Clerk/Tax Collector for 3 years; one (1) Moderator for 
3 years; one (1) Supervisor of the Checklist for 6 years; two (2) Planning Board Members for 
3 years; one (1) Cemetery Committee Member for 2 years; one (1) Cemetery Committee 
Member for 3 years; one (1) Board of Fire Engineers for 3 years; one (1) Police Commission 

_ Member for 3 years; one (1) Library Trustee for 3 years; one (1) Trustees of the Trust Funds 
for 3 years; three (3) Budget Committee Members for 3 years; one (1) for 2 years; one (1) 
Sewer Commission Member for 3 years. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will amend the Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the 
Planning Board, by adopting the following article: 


Article XVIII - Small Wind Energy Systems 


SECTION 1-— Purpose: This small wind energy systems ordinance is enacted in accordance 
with RSA 674:62-66, and the purposes outlined in RSA 672:1-IIl-a. The purpose of this 
ordinance is to accommodate small wind energy systems in appropriate locations, while 
protecting the public’s health, safety and welfare. In addition, this ordinance provides a 
permitting process for small wind energy systems to ensure compliance with the provisions of 
the requirements and standards established herein. 


SECTION 2 — Procedure for Review: 


A - Location: Small wind energy systems and met towers are an accessory use that is 
permitted in all zoning districts. 


B - Building Permit: No small wind energy system shall be erected, constructed, or 
installed without first receiving a building permit from the building inspector. A 
building permit shall be required for any physical modification to an existing small 
wind energy system. Meteorological (Met) towers that receive a building permit shall 
be permitted on a temporary basis not to exceed 3 years from the date the building 
permit was issued. 


C - Application: Applications submitted to the building inspector shall contain a site 
plan with the following information:

Property lines and physical dimensions of the applicant’s property. 


Location, dimensions, and types of existing major structures on the 
property. 


Location of the proposed small wind energy system, foundations, guy 
anchors and associated equipment. 


Tower foundation blueprints or drawings. 
Tower blueprints or drawings. 
Setback requirements as outlined in this ordinance. 


The right-of-way of any public road that is contiguous with the 
property. 


Any overhead utility lines. 


Small wind energy system specifications, including manufacturer, 
model, rotor diameter, tower height, tower type, nameplate generation 
capacity. 

Small wind energy systems that will be connected to the power grid 
shall include a copy of the application for interconnection with their 


electric utility provider. 


Sound level analysis prepared by the wind generator manufacturer or 
qualified engineer. 


Electrical components in sufficient detail to allow for a determination 
that the manner of installation conforms to the NH State Bldg. Code. 


Evidence of compliance or non-applicability with Federal Aviation 
Administration requirements. 


List of abutters to the applicant’s property. 


D - Abutter and Regional Notification: In accordance with RSA 674:66, the 
building inspector shall notify all abutters and the local governing body by certified 
mail upon application for a building permit to construct a small wind energy system. 
The public will be afforded 30 days to submit comments to the building inspector 
prior to the issuance of the building permit. The building inspector shall review the 
application for regional impacts per RSA 36:55. If the proposal is determined to have 
potential regional impacts, the building inspector shall follow the procedures set forth 
in RSA 36:57, IV. 


SECTION 3 — Standards: The building inspector shall evaluate the application for 
compliance with the following standards; 


A - Setbacks: The setback shall be calculated by multiplying the minimum setback 
requirement number by the system height and measured from the center of the tower 
base to property line, public roads, or nearest point on the foundation of an occupied 


building. 
i) Small wind energy systems must meet all setbacks for principal 
structures for the zoning district in which the system is located. 
ii) Guy wires used to support the tower are exempt from the small wind 


energy system setback requirements.

B - Tower: The maximum tower height shall be restricted to 35 feet above the tree 
canopy within 300 feet of the small wind energy system. In no situation shal] the 
tower height exceed 150 feet. 


C — The Sound Level of the small wind energy system shall not be discernible at the 
property line. 


D - Shadow Flicker: Small wind energy systems shall be sited in a manner that does 
not result in significant shadow flicker impacts. Significant shadow flicker is defined 
as more than 30 hours per year on abutting occupied buildings. The applicant has the 
burden of proving that the shadow flicker will not have significant adverse impact on 
neighboring or adjacent uses. Potential shadow flicker will be addressed either 
through siting or mitigation measures. 


E - Signs: All signs including flags streamers and decorative items, both temporary 
and permanent, are prohibited on the small wind energy system, except for 
manufacturer identification or appropriate warning signs. 


F - Code Compliance: The small wind energy system shall comply with all 
applicable sections of the New Hampshire State Building Code. 


G - Aviation: The small wind energy system shall be built to comply with all 
applicable Federal Aviation Administration regulations including but not limited to 14 
C.F.R. part 77, subpart B regarding installations close to airports, and the New 
Hampshire Aviation regulations, including but not limited to RSA 422-b and RSA 
424. 


H - Visual Impacts: It is inherent that small wind energy systems may pose some 
visual impacts due to the tower height needed to access wind resources. The purpose 
of this section is to reduce the visual impacts, without restricting the owner’s access to 
the optimal wind resources on the property. 


i) The applicant shall demonstrate through project site planning and 
proposed mitigation that the small wind energy system’s visual impacts 
will be minimized for surrounding neighbors and the community. This 
may include, but not be limited to information regarding site selection, 
wind generator design or appearance, buffering, and screening of 
ground mounted electrical and control equipment. All electrical 
conduits shall be underground. 


il) The color of the small wind energy system shall either be the stock 
color from the manufacturer or painted with a non-reflective, 
unobtrusive color that blends in with the surrounding environment. 


iil) A small wind energy system shall not be artificially lit unless such 
lighting is required by the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). If 
lighting is required, the applicant shall provide a copy of the FAA 
determination to establish the required markings and/or lights for the 
small wind energy system. 


I - Approved Wind Generators: The manufacturer and model of the wind generator 
to be used in the proposed small wind energy system must have been approved by the 
California Energy Commission or the New York State Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Authority, or a similar list approved by the state of New Hampshire, if available. 


J - Utility Connection: If the proposed small wind energy system is to be connected 
to the power grid through net metering, it shall adhere to RSA 362-A:9. 


K - Access: The tower shall be designed and installed so as not to provide step bolts 
or a ladder readily accessible to the public for a minimum height of 8 feet above the 
ground. All ground-mounted electrical and control equipment shall be labeled and 
secured to prevent unauthorized access. 


L - Clearing: Clearing of natural vegetation shall be limited to that which is 
necessary for the construction, operation and maintenance of the small wind energy 
system and as otherwise prescribed by applicable laws, regulations, and ordinances. 


M - Impact on Wildlife: Only wind energy system models that have a minimal 
negative impact on birds, said impact as determined by the Newington Planning 
Board, shall be permitted. 


SECTION 4 — Abandonment: 


A — Notification: At such time that a small wind energy system is scheduled to be 
abandoned or discontinued, the applicant will notify the building inspector by certified 
U.S. mail of the proposed date of abandonment or discontinuation of operations. 


B -— Removal: Upon abandonment or discontinuation of use, the owner shall 
physically remove the small wind energy system within 90 days from the date of 
abandonment or discontinuation of use. This period may be extended at the request of 
the owner and at the discretion of the building inspector. “Physically remove” shall 
include, but not be limited to: 


i) Removal of the wind generator and tower and related above-grade structures. 


ii) Restoration of the location of the small wind energy system to its natural 
condition, except that any landscaping, grading or below-grade 
foundation may remain in its same condition at initiation of abandonment. 


C — Failure to Notify: In the event that an applicant fails to give such notice, the 
system shall be considered abandoned or discontinued if the system is out-of-service 
for a continuous |2-month period. After the 12 months of inoperability, the building 
inspector may issue a Notice of Abandonment to the owner of the small wind energy 
system. The owner shall have the right to respond to the Notice of Abandonment 
within 30 days from Notice receipt date. After review of the information provided by 
the owner, the building inspector shall determine if the small wind energy system has 
been abandoned. If it is determined that the small wind energy system has not been 
abandoned, the building inspector shall withdraw the Notice of Abandonment and 
notify the owner of the withdrawal. 


D — Legal Action:_If the owner fails to respond to the Notice of Abandonment or if, 
after review by the building inspector, it is determined that the small wind energy 
system has been abandoned or discontinued, the owner of the small wind energy 
system shall remove the wind generator and tower at the owner’s sole expense within 
3 months of receipt of the Notice of Abandonment. If the owner fails to physically 
remove the small wind energy system after the Notice of Abandonment procedure, the 
building inspector may pursue legal action to have the small wind energy system 
removed at the owner’s expense. 


SECTION 5 — Violation: It is unlawful for any person to construct, install, or operate a 
small wind energy system that is not in compliance with this ordinance. Small wind energy 
systems installed prior to the adoption of this ordinance are exempt from this ordinance 
except when modifications are proposed to the small wind energy system. 


SECTION 6 — Penalties: Any person who fails to comply with any provision of this 
ordinance or a building permit issued pursuant to this ordinance shall be subject to 
enforcement and penalties as allowed by NH Revised Statutes Annotated Chapter 676:17. 


2) And adding the following definitions to Article II of the Zoning Ordinance: 


Meteorological Tower (Met Tower). This is a temporary (3 years or less), information 
gathering tower. It includes the tower, base plate, anchors, guy wires and hardware, 
anemometers (wind speed indicators), wind direction vanes, booms to hold equipment for 
anemometers and vanes, data loggers, instrument wiring, and any telemetry devices that are 
used to monitor or transmit wind speed and wind flow characteristics over a period of time for 
either instantaneous wind information or to characterize the wind resource at a given location. 
For the purpose of this ordinance, met towers shall refer only to those whose purpose are to 
analyze the environmental factors needed to assess the potential to install, construct or erect a 
small wind energy system. 


Modification. Any change to the small wind energy system that materially alters the size, 
type or location of the small wind energy system. Like-kind replacements shall not be 
construed to be a modification. 


Net Metering. The difference between the electricity supplied to a customer over the electric 
distribution system and the electricity generated by the customer’s small wind energy system 
that is fed back into the electric distribution system over a billing period. 


Power Grid. The transmission system, managed by ISO New England, created to balance the 
supply and demand of electricity for consumers in New England. 


Shadow Flicker. The visible flicker effect when rotating blades of the wind generator cast 
shadows on the ground and nearby structures causing a repeating pattern of light and shadow. 


Small Wind Energy System: A wind energy conversion system consisting of a wind 
generator, a tower, and associated control or conversion electronics, which has a rated 
capacity of 100 kilowatts or less and will be used primarily for onsite consumption. 


System Height: The vertical distance 
from ground level to the tip of the 
wind generator blade when it is at 

its highest point. 


Tower: The monopole, guyed monopole or lattice structure that supports a wind generator. 


Tower Height: The height above grade 
of the fixed portion of the tower, Ty 
excluding the wind generator. | 


Wind Generator: The blades and associated mechanical and electrical conversion 
components mounted on top of the tower whose purpose is to convert kinetic energy of the 
wind into rotational energy used to generate electricity. 

3) And amending Article VI of the Zoning Ordinance, as follows: 


Height Limits: The above referenced height limits shall not apply to church spires, belfries, 
cupolas, domes, monuments, water towers, transmission towers, chimneys, conveyors, 
derricks, radio and television towers, and other structures not intended for human occupancy.

Board of Selectmen 


To the Town of Newington Residents: Another year has passed and we would like to thank all 
departments for the tireless work they have done on behalf of the Town. 


Regarding the 2008 budget, the Selectmen set early sights on dedicating funds to building upkeep. 
$583,000 was earmarked to existing structures including $300,000 for renovation of the Town Meeting 
House. We reduced tax payer costs by receiving an LCHIP grant. Much of the work had to be hand 
milled which resulted in a 1700 reproduction of much of the woodwork. With period style windows next 
on the docket for the Meeting House, a projected finish date would be mid 2009. We’d like to extend our 
thanks to the town Code Enforcement Officer (Charlie Smart) who put endless hours towards monitoring 
every phase for our grant qualification. 


The kitchen at the Fire Station was revamped including asbestos removal. The radio room was upgraded 
and a new septic system relocated out of the rear driveway area and installed in the rear slope due to hot 

top settling problems. Floor drains were removed from the septic and redirected to flow into an alarmed 
holding tank. 


We had Town Hall’s foyer floor revamped. After struggling to find the correct chemical reaction to 
remove the layers of finish, we think it came out quite nice. 


Chimney, foundation and roof work was started at the Old Parsonage with completion anticipated in 
2009. These changes should address the mildew and moisture issues. 


With help from our operator, Craig Daigle and assistant Ken Pickering, the Transfer Station received a 
new shed and bin covers which brought us into compliance with DES. 


The Erosion project at Fox Point continues. We just approved tasks HI — V after notification of cost 
reductions. 


In March, before you will be a warrant article for bonding for a Highway Garage and Salt Shed. A long 
needed facility, its design will fit nicely in our Historic District. 


The Coleman Drive paving project, including drainage and surveys, was awarded in December after 
several issues were resolved. We estimate a spring start with Captains Landing and Gundalow shortly 
thereafter. 


Due to the economic crisis and soaring oil prices, the Selectmen had to reprioritize the work within our 
existing budget. The intent was to use the money as wisely as possible, getting the biggest bang out of 
our bucks, ie: paving contracts. Due to the two month delay in going out to bid, proposals finally 
submitted ended up being very favorable on the Town’s behalf. 


We are pleased to report that our valuations are now on line. The assessing maps will be there shortly. 
Go to the town’s web site at www.newington.nh.us. 


The Board of Selectmen would like to express our sincere thanks to all members of elected and appointed 
committees for their hard work and dedication. We appreciate everyone’s efforts to work towards the 
best interests of the Town of Newington.

Cemetery Report 


This year, we had only six new residents no longer watching the parade of years passing by. 


Lots of improvements at the cemetery in the past three years. We installed new granite posts and 
double chains replacing the old, rotted wooden fence. No future expenses here now. Then 
computerization of all plots and their owners, an alphabetical listing of almost 3,000 names, which has 
been most useful. Many, many calls come in — “do you have so and so buried there in Newington?” 
Now, in two minutes, the caller has an answer — name, month and year died, person’s age at time of 
death, place of death, and location of burial in the Newington Cemetery (see page 66 of 2006 Town 
Report, although last paragraph has not been accomplished yet). 


Currently, Pete O’Brien is rebuilding the stone wall along Little Bay Road. This contract is for 
$20,000. He started late, therefore, he will not be finished until springtime — all 450 feet of stone wall. 
Pete of Center Strafford did the other 120 feet westerly two years ago for $4,900. If approved and 
funded at town meeting, I would like to rebuild the 250 foot stone wall up by the horse sheds, which is 
even more in need of repairs. If approved and funded in the future, the slab wall along Nimble Hill 
Road needs some tender loving care as well. After all that, should last some centuries. 


So there you have it for the year past. Granite posts installed, 120 feet of stone wall completed, 450 
feet of stonewall to be done in 2009, stone wall by the horse sheds “someday”, Nimble Hill Road stone 
wall “someday” too, and maybe re-jigger the southern section like dominos in a row, maybe. 


Best Wishes for 2009 from Mr. Stern, Mr. Brewster and me. We are all the irreplaceable cemetery 
committee currently.

Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission continued to pursue its mandate under RSA 36-A to ensure “proper 
utilization and protection of the natural resources and for the protection of watershed resources”. In 2008, 
this included the following: 


e Complete a study of Rare and Endangered Species and their habitats. 

¢ Completed a grant application to the New Hampshire Estuaries Project (NHEP) to develop site plan 
regulations to address Stormwater Pollution. 

e Pursue opportunities for land conservation and protection. 


In addition, the Commission continued to review and provide comments on proposed development 
projects. This report summarizes the Commission’s activities in each of these areas: 


Rare and Endangered Species. 

On April 20, 2007, the Commission approved a proposal from West Environmental to prepare a survey 
report of rare and endangered species habitat in Newington for a cost of $6,850. The Commission expects 
to use the report as a resource to protect wildlife habitat and prioritize conservation efforts in those areas. 
Field work was completed in 2008, and a final report is expected to be available in February 2009. 


Stormwater Pollution. 

Stormwater runoff from urbanized (i.e. paved) areas is the leading source of non-point pollution in New 
Hampshire.’ Stormwater causes pollutants and particulate matter containing heavy metals, hydrocarbons 
(oil and grease) and organic waste to flow directly to surface waters with little or no treatment. It also 
increases temperature, nutrient, turbidity and bacteria levels and reduces dissolved oxygen. Studies cited 
by the NH Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) indicated that surface water quality declines 
sharply when as little as 10% of a watershed is covered by impervious surfaces.” In sections of 
Newington’s commercial and industrial zones, such as in the Paul’s Brook Watershed, imperviousness 
already exceeds 40%. 


In August of 2008, the NHDES determined that water quality in the Great Bay estuary, and in particular 
the Piscataqua River and Little Bay, is impaired due to the loss of eelgrass habitat due to high nitrogen 
and turbidity levels.° In addition, 2.6 square miles of tidal estuary in New Hampshire does not meet Class 
B standards due to stormwater pollution.’ 


In 2008, the Commission submitted a joint application to the New Hampshire Estuaries Project for a grant 
to develop site plan review regulations to prevent storm water pollution. It is hoped that amendments to 
the site plan regulations will give the Planning Board the tools to require the use of low impact 
development techniques that will filter and reduce storm water runoff.

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The grant application has been approved and will not result in any expense to the Town. Because the 
project involves changes to the site plan regulations, it will not impact residential developments or 
subdivisions. Draft regulations will be reviewed by the Planning Board and made available for public 
hearings as the project moves forward. 


Land Conservation 

The Commission continued to make proposals to the Pease Development Authority (PDA) to acquire a 
conservation easement for the boiling springs prime wetland property on Little Bay Road near the Town’s 
transfer station. The Commission understands that the PDA acquired the property for $450,000 and 
proposed using $225,000 from its conservation fund in exchange for a conservation easement. The PDA 
Board of Directors agreed to explore a potential conservation easement, but it is unclear if a final 
agreement can be reached. 


Review of Proposed Development Projects 
The Commission reviewed or commented on eight projects in Newington that received dredge and fill 
permit from the NHDES under RSA 482-A. A summary of each project is attached. 


Pease Development Authority Efforts to Invalidate Newington’s Prime Wetlands Designation 

In 2007, in response to legal proceedings initiated by the Pease Development Authority, the NH 
Department of Environmental Services determined that the prime wetlands designation it had previously 
approved was invalid on all property owned by the PDA. On January 2, 2008, the Commission filed a 
petition to appeal the NHDES decision to the Wetlands Council. 


A pre-hearing conference has been scheduled for early 2009 to set a schedule for the case before the 
Wetlands Council. Appeals from decisions of the Wetlands Council may be taken directly to the New 
Hampshire Supreme Court under statutory amendments that became effective on July 1, 2008, after the 
case was commenced. 


Town Forest 

We are very pleased to report that Town officials succeeded in negotiating the return of the Newington 
Town Forest back to the Town of Newington. As many of you know, this woodlot is the oldest Town 
Forest in the United States, having been established no later than 1710. In 1952, the federal government 
seized 90 acres in conjunction with the construction of Pease Air Force Base. Newington was left with 
only 10 acres, situated in the vicinity of the Stone School and the Old Town Hall. Upon the Air Force’s 
departure in 1991, we were surprised to discover that 69 acres of the forest had not only survived intact, 
but had been well cared for by a professional forester employed by Air Force. Following sixteen years of 
negotiation with the Pease Development Authority, we finally succeeded in regaining the surviving 69 
acres. We view the forest as a significant recreational asset for the townspeople. In 2009, we hope to 
retain the services of a forester to assist us in planning for the forest’s preservation and enhancement.

Emergency Management 


Committee Members

The goal of the Newington Office of Emergency Management is to mitigate, prepare for, respond to, and 
aid in the recovery of both natural and man-made disaster. A large part of this effort was the development 
and maintenance of a FEMA approved Hazard Mitigation and Emergency Response Plan for the Town of 
Newington. Once these plans were approved, the Town was then able to apply for both Federal and State 
funding. One recent grant application assisted in the purchase of a new generator for the Town Hall, 
which serves as our primary emergency shelter. 


In 2008, Emergency Management operated on a budget of $7,850.00. The members of the committee are 
involved in several programs in the Seacoast and across the State to include the Portsmouth Area 
Emergency Planning Team which, in the event of a pandemic, would be tasked with dispensing 
inoculations to Town residents at the Town Hall. The New Hampshire Public Works Mutual Aid 
Program is in place to ensure that, in the event Newington had a large scale natural or man-made disaster, 
assistance is close by. The Emergency Management co-directors are involved in the Pease Emergency 
response plan and recently participated in the Federally mandated aircraft crash exercise at Pease. 


The Office of Emergency Management is in contact with the State-level Emergency Management for 
information concerning weather and other issues. In the event of a large scale disaster or emergency in 
Newington, the Emergency Operations Center, located at the Police Department, would be activated and 
manned by the Emergency Management personnel. The emergency operations center would work with 
local government and State emergency management to ensure that the resources needed would be 
available to the Town. 


As mentioned, the Town of Newington has designated the Town Hall as its emergency shelter. For the 
first time in recent memory, the shelter was opened during the ice storm of December 2008, and remained 
opened for three days until power was restored. The emergency shelter is operated by the Town without 
assistance from the Red Cross or other outside agencies when resources are committed to other 
emergency shelters in the area. The shelter is available to anyone requiring housing during an emergency 
and a limited number of cots and blankets are provided. Information regarding the emergency shelter and 
other emergency management topics will be added to the Emergency Management link found on the 
Newington Police Department website at: www.newingtonnhpd.com.

Fire Department — Emergency Medical Services 


In 2008, the fire department saw many changes, both internally and the in services that we provide to residents and 
businesses. Many of the old programs were reintroduced and many new programs were added to better meet the 
needs of the residents of Newington. Each firefighter was assigned extra duties within the department. In addition 
to this, each Officer was also assigned a Public Relations extra duties reaching out to the community. Some of the 
accomplishments we reached this year include: 


- Wereturned to the elementary school] with a nine month fire safety program. 
- Fire Prevention Week was a great success with numerous activities for the residents 
- Open House 

- CPR classes for residents and business 

- Fire extinguisher classes for residents and business 

- The sparks program (computer base info for all fire trucks) 

- Increased the call department utilizing this resource more. 

- Revamped the training program 

- Updated all SOPS 

- Self help remodeled the kitchen and mechanical room 

- Radio room upgraded 

- Upgraded the digital radio. 

- Created systems to better track, inspect and maintain equipment. 

- Supplying smoke detectors for residents who can’t afford them. 

- Residential Knox boxes 

- Mandated a mandatory physical fitness program 

- Free pancake breakfast for residents 


Community work that members of the department volunteered for representing the town of Newington in 2008: 


MDA - Raised $1400 Chris DeWolf Scholarship Fund - Raised $3000 
Seacoast Area Firefighter Toy Bank - supplied toys of 87 families (including military) 


Our goals in general for the 2009 season are to expand on these programs and to introduce new programs to better 
serve the residents. We want to put a lot more effort into fire prevention and community service. Some of new 
areas are: 


- A department webpage with safety tips and information. 
- A program for seniors to identify and locate medication during an emergency 
- Child safety seat inspections 


Goals within the department: 


- expand upon our equipment maintenance program, doing more work in house 

- Increase the call department, this will require more bunker gear. 

- The biggest need of the fire department is to find a way to increase manpower to 3 per shift. Under the 
current operation, after hours we do not even have enough personnel on an initial call to enter into a fire. In 
addition when on a call, there is none available to respond to a second call. This is a safety issues for both 
the residents and the fire fighters.

Historic District Commission 


During 2008, the Historic District Commission continued several ongoing projects for the Town: 


Working with the Board of Selectmen on the restoration and stabilization of the Old Meeting House. The first 
payments from New Hampshire Land and Community Heritage Investment Project (LCHIP) grant money were 
received. The LCHIP Committee reviewed the work on the Old Meeting House and agreed on the preservation 
easement to be held by the state. 

The book preservation project with Brown’s River Record Preservation Services was completed. Four town 
books have been left in their original bindings for the foreseeable future. Currently, these volumes are in good 
condition; however they should be reviewed periodically. 

At the Old Town Hall the planters were refilled — thanks again to Nancy Cauvet. An automatic watering 
system was installed for the planters and the garden beds. 

The preservation project on the Louis deRochemont House received a New Hampshire Preservation 
Achievement Award. The award recognized the work of Astoria Properties, Whole Life Health, the 
Preservation Company, Newington’s Town Planner, and the HDC. 


The Commission was called upon to review several projects within the Historic District: 


The Newington Town Church, UCC replaced the windows in the Parsonage owned by the church. The HDC 
specified that the replacement windows must have divided lights similar to the existing windows with exterior 
grills on the front of the house. 

Chris Cross received permission from the Planning Board for a second road cut on his property. The HDC 
conducted a site review and informed Cross that this second cut may be built to woods road or driveway 
standards with minimal opening to the existing stone wall. Cross will stake out his proposal for final review by 
the HDC. 

The Newington Recreation Committee presented a map for a proposed natural grass full sized multi-purpose 
soccer field behind the library. After a site walk the HDC recommends no permanent structures including 
irrigation, goals, bleachers, etc. be installed. If existing trees must be removed, new trees should be planted for 
shade and recreation. 


Two new projects were started during 2008 


An application for a Certified Local Government Grant to nominate the Bloody Point Railroad Station to the 
National Register of Historic Places (NRHP) was filed. The Bloody Point lot is a second Newington Historic 
District. The Department of Transportation needs to research the building’s history because it has been 
declared eligible for the National Register. An NRHP nomination will document significant pieces of town 
history for our records. 

The area just outside the town cemetery wall near the library and inside the cemetery near the Meeting House 
and the Horse Sheds was studied with a goal of locating unmarked human burials. Oral tradition holds that 
slaves were once buried “outside the wall” of the cemetery, and that the area nearest the Meeting House was 
“neatened up” by knocking down old and broken stones. Soil Sight, LLC of Providence, Rhode Island 
conducted a Noninvasive Geophysical Survey using ground penetrating radar and a magnetometer. The Soil 
sight report to be delivered in 2009 will detail evidence of burials detected by the survey. 


Membership in the HDC is by appointment. Interested citizens should contact any member for more information. 
Meetings are held at 6:30 the last Thursday of each month, or by special notice.

This past year we continued to improve both the “physical plant” that is this grand old 1892 brick 
building, and the services the library provides to the townspeople of Newington. As for the 
improvements to the building, they include repairing window trim and replacing storm windows, 
repainting the exterior trim, and upgrading the interior lighting throughout the building. For more details 
on these and future projects, please see the Langdon Library Trustees report.

Statistically speaking... 3 


The total count of patron transactions (in-person visits 
plus phone and e-mail requests) in 2008 was 6,610. 
Total item circulation was 9,950. That works out to 
more than 30 items checked out per Newington 
household! Over the course of the year, we added 
1,429 new books, DVDs, magazines, and other items 
for circulation. We now have over 15,000 items 
available to the people of Newington. In addition, 
through our statewide consortium, we now have 
access to nearly 2,000 audio books that are 
downloadable via the Internet. We also processed 
hundreds of inter-library loans, both loaning and 
requesting.

We provided free computer use and Internet access during the year to more than 100 people who 
otherwise had no computer. Many more patrons brought in their own laptops to connect to the Internet 
with our free wi-fi network. (We also set up wireless printing for laptop users!) 


Developing the collection... 


Our preferred author book-buying program continues to ensure that we receive the newest titles from a 
pre-selected list of our favorite authors, automatically. We continue to purchase the best new feature 
films on DVD, usually the day they are released for sale. We also began to develop a back-catalog of 
classic films, from the AFI’s Top 100 to cult classics like Monty Python and Blues Brothers. Naturally, 
books-on-tape and VHS movies are no longer being added and will be phased out over time. Our DVD 
count is more than 1,100. 


Our special collection of the works of Newington’s own Louis deRochemont continues to grow with the 
addition of some of his March of Time newsreels on VHS. With the Historical Society, we hosted a 
screening of his film Lost Boundaries that packed the Old Town Hall on a cold night in February. 


Programs and events... 


Up to 20 eager young readers participated in our Summer Reading Program every Wednesday through the 
Newington YMCA. 
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During Banned Books Week, we handed out “I Read Banned Books” buttons to brave patrons who dared 
to delve into such “controversial” titles as The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn and To Kill a 
Mockingbird. 


With the Newington School, we sponsored a school-wide and town-wide reading project that included a 
bus tour of Newington’s “Seven Wonders.” 


On the American Library Association’s National Gaming Day, kids and adults alike enjoyed a day of 
Scrabble, Pictureka, chess...even Guitar Hero! 


We brought in local authors to discuss and sign their books, including special guest Duane Shaffer, 
former Newington librarian who returned to discuss his new book on NH’s role in the Civil War. To 
support the author visits and promote children’s literacy, the Friends of Langdon Library favored the 
children with signed copies of Terry Farish’s The Cat Who Liked Potato Soup, and the Newington School 
Supporters bought copies of Michael Sullivan’s latest Escapade Johnson adventure. 


Looking ahead... 


Our new catalog & circulation system “Atriuum” will be launched in the first part of the year. This new 
web-accessible database will allow patrons to search our catalog day or night over the Internet, as well as 
place holds and renewals on items of interest. Replacing our decade-old Winnebago software, Atriuum 
will be more stable and flexible as needs change and technologies evolve in the coming years. 


Also new for 2009, we’ll be hosting Gaming Days on Saturdays once a month. In support of this 
program, we ve set up a video game rental account that allows Newington families a chance to try out the 
newest games for Xbox, Nintendo Wii, PlayStation, etc., in their homes, free of charge. In addition, 

we re forming a book club that will meet at the library; all are welcome, so if your new year’s resolutions 
are to read more and be more social, this is your chance to do both! Also, we’re instituting a new 
program to discount admission fees to museums, aquariums, science centers, and other local cultural 
attractions: Simply present us your receipt and we’ll reimburse you a percentage of the ticket price. 


On a final note, we recognize that these days, people have a multitude of options for entertainment, from 
Netflix to home gaming consoles to TiVo. But in times of economic recession, time and time again, 
statistics show that people “rediscover” their local libraries. Why? Because we make a wide variety of 
books, movies, magazines, and even music CDs and video games, available for your enjoyment—FREE! 
Why not stop in and check us out? Our friendly and knowledgeable staff is ready and willing to be of 
service.

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Newington Mosquito Control 


From June until early September, our crews were very busy trying to cope with normal freshwater and 
saltwater mosquito breeding. Our road spraying program was expanded to include various requests from town 
residents. Mosquitoes were collected throughout town from June through early October and brought to the 
state health laboratory in Concord for disease testing. No positive mosquitoes were collected in Newington in 
2008. A rare species of mosquito was collected in August but had no bearing on disease transmission. All 
work was completed without going over budget. 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) appeared once again in New Hampshire in 2008. EEE was identified in 
seven southeastern New Hampshire mosquito pools and in an emu from Barnstead. A human contracted EEE 
while vacationing in Gorham, New Hampshire or Naples, Maine in October. I am concerned that EEE has 
been in New Hampshire for the past five years and that human cases appear even when mosquito populations 
are low. It is my opinion that EEE and West Nile Virus (WNV) are endemic to our area and that we will cope 
with them into the foreseeable future. 


West Nile Virus continues to increase its range with each passing year. WNV is very common throughout the 
United States. Nationally, there were hundreds of documented human cases in 2008. It remains a mystery as to 
where and why future WNV human cases will occur. Large human outbreaks have occurred in areas with little 
mosquito breeding habitat. 


In 2008, we concentrated upon controlling the mosquitoes considered primary vectors of EEE and WNV. 
Various freshwater habitats were included - roadside ditches, storm water basins and flooded fields. There is a 
new mosquito in our area called "japonicus". Japonicus has been identified by us in Newington since 2002. It 
is a mosquito that breeds in the stagnant water of containers such as tree holes, tires, cans, pool covers, 
clogged gutters, bird baths and similar habitats capable of holding rainwater for extended periods of time. 
Japonicus is prevalent in catch basins and storm water basins. This mosquito 1s a priority for mosquito control 
programs throughout North America since it is an excellent vector of EEE and WNV and other human 
diseases. 


In 2009, we plan to continue to identify and control wetland habitats associated with EEE and WNV 
mosquitoes. The primary vector species for EEE in our area is found in red maple swamps and woodland 
pools. Both of theses wetland types are very common in Newington. We will continue our mosquito testing 
program and work closely with the NH DHHS (Health Department) regarding the status of EEE and WNV in 
our area. 


Mosquito control programs are expanding in New Hampshire and Maine as a result of EEE in our area. 
Mosquito control is being completed in Newington’s adjacent communities - Greenland, Portsmouth, 
Newmarket, Madbury and Dover. Durham is considering a program for 2009. In fact, nearly every community 
in Rockingham County will have a community mosquito control program in 2009. Newington has an 
advantage over other communities in already having an established mosquito control program. EEE and WNV 
may be here to stay, but the odds of human incidence can be reduced dramatically with a comprehensive 
mosquito control program. 


Tick contro] and poison ivy control were conducted in Newington in 2008. The prevalence of Lyme Disease in 
coastal New Hampshire can be attributed to large deer and deer tick populations. Tick surveys and control 
applications were completed at public areas of town. Poison ivy was controlled along town roads and 


properties throughout the growing season.

Lyme Disease & Tick Bites 
Ticks can transmit Babesiosis, Ehrlichiosis, Lyme Disease and Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever. Symptoms vary by disease, 
including fever, chills, and fatigue. 


The New Hampshire Department of Agriculture, Markets and Food offers free tick identification to New Hampshire residents. 
The intent is to monitor the distribution of tick species in NH. Complete the Tick Submission Form at 
http://www.dhhs.nh.gov/DHHS/CDCS/lymedisease.htm and mail the tick and form as described. Ticks submitted will not be 
tested for disease-causing pathogens. 


Avoiding Tick Bites 


e Stay on trails outdoors; avoid areas of overgrown brush and tall grasses. 
e Wear light-colored clothes so ticks can be easily seen. 
e Wear a hat, long-sleeved shirt and long pants tucked into boots or socks 
e Check yourself often for ticks. 
e Use insect repellent containing DEET or permethrin (follow directions). 
e Avoid Mosquito & Tick Bites 
¢  Tick/Mosquito Poster 

Is It A Tick Bite? 


e Spider Bite — Several fluid-filled bumps appear at the site of the bite. 
e Tick Bite — The bite is hard, itchy, and forms into lumps. A red, rash-like halo surrounds the bite and then slowly 
spreads outwards. 


Removing An Attached Tick 


Remove the tick promptly. The sooner you remove it, the less chance of infection. 
Use tweezers to grasp the tick's mouthparts at the surface of the skin. 

With a steady motion, gently pull the tick straight out. 

Wipe the bite area with an antiseptic, or wash with soap and water. 

Be alert for symptoms of illness over the next 7-10 days.

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Newington Police Department 


During 2008, the Newington Police Department recorded 114,168 miles on our seven vehicles and 
received 2,366 complaints and calls for assistance. Investigations by the Department's officers included 
217 criminal cases, four missing persons, and 56 criminal complaints, resulting in 146 criminal arrests. 
Twenty-five pistol permits were issued to Newington residents this past year. Highway safety efforts by 
Newington officers resulted in 31 motor vehicle arrests, 303 summonses, and 1,910 motor vehicle 
warnings. Officers assisted 68 motorists while on patrol and provided assistance to other officers 186 
times. Fortunately, there were no fatal motor vehicle accidents in Newington; however, there were 21 
personal injury accidents and 215 property damage accidents. 


Police activity resulted in 455 cases being prepared for the Portsmouth District Court or the Rockingham 
County Superior Court. 


Officers responded to 316 burglar alarms and assisted the fire department with fire and ambulance calls 
on 48 occasions. During 2008, three motor vehicles were stolen. Property, other than motor vehicles, 
valued at $130,546 was reported stolen in Newington, while recovered property totaled $9,774.00. 


In May 2008, Matthew Travaglini was hired as a full-time patrol officer. Matthew is a graduate of the 
University of New Hampshire and currently resides in Dover, N.H. with his wife, Shauna. Prior to being 
hired in Newington, Matthew worked three years for the Town of Farmington, N.H., as a police officer. 
The Department remains fully staffed by ten full-time Officers, two part-time Officers and one full-time 
Administrative Assistant. 


As always, I would like to thank Police Commissioners, Douglas Ross, Jack Hoyt, and Paul Kent and all 
the members of the Police Department for their service during 2008. I appreciate the support of the 
residents of Newington and ask for your continued assistance in keeping Newington safe. I encourage 
you to contact the department with any questions or concerns you may have.

2008 was a busy year for Newington Rec. We finished the year under budget again, and we accomplished 
this while providing these services: 


Town Easter Egg hunt for all children - This year we utilized a new format of specialized marketing for 
this event, the postcard sized and event specific mailer. This was extremely successful and resulted in 
participation by more children than we have had in years. 


The tennis courts were open for business again in 2008 with newly painted and sealed surfaces, practice 
balls, a practice backstop and tennis ball machine. The courts were very busy this spring, summer with 
more free lessons for most levels by Rec’s own Darryl Brown. 


The Portsmouth Voucher Program was used more this year than last as word is continuing to spread. For 
those few still unaware, this program allows any Newington resident to participate in any neighboring 
recreation program that is open to non-residents and Newington recreation will reimburse them 100% of 
the price difference between the cost to a resident and a non-resident. This program more than triples our 
recreation options to Newington residents. In 2008 our townspeople enjoyed swimming lessons, square 
dancing, guided trips and continuing education through this program.

Hazardous waste products of any kind — gas — oil - or any chemicals 

No liquid paints of any kind (must me dry or mixed with gel or powdered neutralizer

Please take special care to place items in their respective slots.

Report of the Newington School Board 


As we look back on 2008 and the many successful accomplishments of the year, we can’t help but 
think of our community and the fundamental cooperation required by all involved to achieve such 
successes. We’re speaking of success in the Jearning arena for the students and our future; success 
for the people of our town; as well as success for our state and for our country. Again in 2008, the 
students, parents, teachers, and school district employees all worked cohesively, with the full 
support of the townspeople, for the benefit of Newington’s children. A few examples of successes 
of such collaborative efforts are highlighted in this report including: the Follow the Child initiative, 
Newington’s after school program, and the Early Intervention program. Additionally we should 
mention the profoundly successful Class of 2008 from Portsmouth High School. In that graduating 
class, eight students were from Newington; and of those eight Newington graduates, four were in 
the top ten percent including the valedictorian Ms. Stacy Wong. 


For the past two years NPS has offered an extended-day option for our kindergarteners and each 
year we have had 100% student participation. With these two very successful years of an extended- 
day kindergarten behind us and with the support of teachers, parents and on the recommendation of 
the NEASC Accreditation Report, the Board supports the move to make full day kindergarten a 
permanent part of our program beginning in September 2009. 


In the Superintendent’s report to the town he speaks of the Follow the Child Learning Compact the 
new initiative in which all five schools of SAU 50 (Newington Public School, Greenland Central 
School, Maude H. Trefethen School, Rye Elementary School, and Rye Junior High School) are 
implementing an exciting pilot to support the Follow the Child initiative of New Hampshire’s 
Commissioner of Education, Dr. Lyonel Tracey. In addition to the adequate yearly progress (AYP) 
standards that the No Child Left Behind initiated, our Follow the Child plan supports and follows 
each child’s physical, academic and social growth year after year. 


Our NPS after school program continues to be an outstanding success story in which the children 
who participate enjoy activities from karate to cooking programs to foreign language. This is the 
second year of the fee-based after school program and it remains quite popular. One offering of the 
after school program is the “Amigo Program”; a 12-week program that runs on Thursdays from 3:15 
— 4:15. The Amigo Program teams PHS students (the “bigs’) with NPS students (the ‘littles’) 
creating bonds and friendships for our students with positive role models from the high school. One 
last mention about the children’s extra curricular activities in 2008 as they took some first-ever field 
trips. In October the fifth and sixth graders took off for a two day hiking trip to Pinkham Notch to 
study science and the environment. An impressive success! The second, third, and fourth graders 
took a trip to the Isle of Shoals, again an opportunity for an outstanding learning experience! 


Lastly, we are extremely proud to mention the successes which have resulted here in Newington as 
well as nationally from early intervention programs for challenged young children. Early 
intervention, or detecting special learning challenges in young children and helping them with what 
was previously labeled learning disorders in the elementary years, has had a big impact by preparing 
students to progress back into regular classrooms. Whereas, twenty years ago dyslexia could be a 
significantly unidentified challenge, today’s kindergarten and first grade teachers are equipped to 
identify this problem fairly early in the classrooms and quickly get the services needed to that child.

Another way we improve is through opening our practices for peer review. A few years ago the 
Newington Public School voluntarily underwent a comprehensive accreditation process using the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC) standards for education. NEASC is 
the oldest accreditation agency in the United States. The organization has developed rigorous 
standards for colleges, high schools, middle and elementary schools. 


There are fewer than 250 middle and elementary schools in New England who have chosen to put 
the accreditation spotlight on their schools. I am proud to say that Newington has done so, and after 
a thorough review of the school’s self-study and a 3-1/2 day on-site evaluation, there is a detailed 
accreditation report written by practitioners in the field. The final report consists of detailed 
commendations and recommendations that the school uses to validate those things that we are doing 
well and to develop plans for areas in which we can do better. 


Networking and collaboration are important to assure that we position our students to be successful 
when they leave Newington Public School. To that end, we continue to enjoy a close working 
relationship with Portsmouth High School Principal Jeff Collins and Portsmouth Middle School 
Principal John Stokel. We work together on curriculum development, transitioning our students to 
their schools, and our teachers share many professional development opportunities. 


In closing I want to recognize school board member Jack Anderson, who after six years of service, 
is stepping down as a board member. Jack has been a tireless worker for our children. His expertise 
in technology has helped our school immensely. His efforts to enhance communication with the 
community through quarterly newsletters have not only been appreciated by townspeople but have 
given the school a medium for sharing with the community the many wonderful happenings of our 
school. During his time on the board Jack involved students in a program called “The Junior School 
Board’; an initiative that put the student members in a position of attending board meetings. The 
students learned about the responsibilities of the board and had the opportunity to interact with 
board members. The Junior School Board provided the Newington board with valuable feedback 
and recommendations for the school and students. On behalf of the students and townspeople, thank 
you Jack for your wisdom, knowledge, sense of humor, and can-do-attitude. Your service was 
important to us and you made a difference. 


I am fortunate to serve on an administrative team made up of Jim Katkin, Business Administrator: 
Mary Lyons, Director of Pupil Services; and Helen Rist, Principal. 


I am deeply grateful to the Newington School Board members who give their time and energy for 
the betterment of the school. 


I also want to recognize the many dedicated staff members throughout the district and all of SAU 
#50 who on a daily basis impact student learning and growth. 


Finally, thank you to the Newington taxpayers for your continued support of the school budget.

The future is bright for the students of the Newington Public School. They are fortunate to 
receive their education in a high quality school that offers them endless opportunities to succeed. 
Every year the school board, the staff and the parents work together to plan and prepare for the most 
effective way to deliver the best education for all the children of Newington. Again this year, we 
have used our talented staff in diverse ways to meet the challenges and needs of our students. 

It seems hard to believe that this is my sixth year at Newington Public School. Over the 
years we have worked hard and created a great community of learners and educators. New 
academic expectations, more enriching opportunities, different programs, updated facilities and a 
revised state assessment are some of the changes that have taken place. As I stand back and watch 
right now, I see a well coordinated cooperative team working together toward the common goal of 
giving every child what they need to succeed. There is always work to be done and goals to 
achieve. We are ready with a solid infrastructure to move forward together. 

One of our new academic expectations that has proved successful is the extended day 
kindergarten program. Both years that it has been offered, 100% of the students have participated. 
Having the kindergarten students at school for a full day has given them the opportunity to receive 
instruction in many areas. They have gained skills in technology, art, music and physical education. 
In addition, they have benefited from time for hands-on explorations in science, increased 
instructional time in reading and math, access to specialists for those in need and more time to form 
friendships with their classmates. 

It is this success and the growing data from research on the value of early education and full 
day kindergarten, that has convinced the school board, parents and staff that this program is 
worthwhile and needs to continue. Full day kindergarten was a strong recommendation from our 
NEASC Accreditation Report. We have watched other districts go in this direction and we have 
tested the water; it is in our children’s best interest to commit to a full day kindergarten program. 

It is for these reasons, and with the full support of the Newington School Board, that we will 
implement a full day kindergarten program at Newington Public School in the fall of 2009. 

Being a pilot school for the Follow the Child initiative has been exciting. We have always 
felt that we give children a personalized education. This program encourages us to document that 
effort and to include parents more closely as partners in their child’s education. Each year the 
teacher, the parents and the student establish a goal. Together they create a plan for achieving this 
goal in which each of them has a role. It is our hope that this way of communicating about our 
students will become a natural part of the parent- teacher-student relationship. 

Next fall our five year Report of Progress is due to NEASC on our recommendations from 
their Accreditation Report. It is not too early to think about if you’d like to become involved in this 
process with us. Community members are a critical piece of this process and I’d welcome your 
interest and involvement. We have accomplished many of our goals and look forward to 
constructing our next self-study that will reflect this progress. 

I'd like to take this opportunity to add a few notes of thanks. I sincerely want to thank Jack 
Anderson for his time as a member of the Newington School Board. It was a great pleasure to work 
with someone So passionate about children and learning. Jack always had the students’ best interest 
in mind when making decisions. He was also committed to communicating the work of the school 
board and the school to the community. His philosophy of keeping the community involved in the 
school has benefited all of us. We will miss you Jack! 
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Another note of thanks always goes to the Newington School Supporters and the Fox Point 
Sunset Road Race committee. What an incredible group of hard working, dedicated people. The 
community of Newington is very lucky to have these people who care so much about the quality of 
enrichment programs and technology tools available for their children. Without them many 
outstanding opportunities for the students at Newington Public School would not be possible. 

Lastly, | want to thank the teachers, staff and parents that are part of the wonderful 
community we call the Newington Public School. I am very lucky to have so many dedicated 
individuals who give so much of themselves to our school. I’ve said it before, this school is a gem 
of the town and the people who make it possible are the stars. 
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Report of Portsmouth High School 
Jeffrey T. Collins, Principal 


I write to you with a great deal of pride regarding Portsmouth High School. It has been stated on 
more than one occasion that PHS emphasizes the three A’s: academics, athletics, and the arts. 
When you join these pursuits with Clipper Pride, the outcomes are truly amazing. 


Student involvement continues to be a prime area of emphasis, and our students have responded to 
the call to be active and involved. This fall 342 athletes participated in our athletic programs. Many 
of our varsity teams qualified for their post-season tournaments. The girls Field Hockey team 
provided the most excitement as they went to the field to play for the state championship. Although 
they fell just short of their goal; their determination, hard work, and pride were certainly an 
inspiration. The Clipper Marching Band and Color Guard increased their numbers to 85 strong this 
year. Their hard work resulted in many accolades and medals in their competitions. Members of the 
choral program, 125 students strong, have once again proven to inspire us all. Over one half of our 
students were involved in one of those three programs this fall. Add to these numbers over 400 
students who participate in one or more of our clubs, and you have students who are involved and 
invested in their high school experience. This 1s Clipper Pride at its best. 


Our students continue to strive for academic excellence. We are proud of those students who have 
maintained their high academic standing over their years here at PHS. We are proud of those 
students who, after committing themselves to this goal, have made the honor role for the first time. 
We are also proud of those who have set their goals for academic achievement but who fell just 
short and have recommitted themselves for second quarter. 


Currently, our faculty and staff have utilized every free moment working toward identifying the core 
academic competencies in each of the courses taught at Portsmouth High School. Although this 
work is part of a state mandate, we see this as an opportunity to discuss and identify what all 
students should know and be able to do upon completion of a particular course. We have made 
some great gains in this area, yet much still needs to be accomplished. Our next step is to look at 
how these competencies are taught and assessed in individual classrooms. This is a time-consuming 
endeavor but the conversations have been, and will undoubtedly continue to be, invaluable as we 
prepare our students for the next course, the next grade, and beyond. 


Due to the leadership of the central office staffs of SAU 50 and 52, Portsmouth High School has 
been the site for open dialogues between the leaders of the three middle schools, the high school, 
and the districts. This ongoing dialogue has proven to be extremely beneficial as we discuss the 
differences and similarities between the schools, the curricula, and the transition of eighth graders 
into the high school. These meetings have already provided the high school with excellent insight, 
but I am confident that bigger and better things will certainly grow out of these meetings. 


Work is well underway on the implementation of the district’s new student management system, 
Infinite Campus. The new system promises to be an invaluable tool, as it will provide important 
data with which we can truly “Follow the Child”. 


We had a year off from state standardized testing. This was caused by the state’s decision to switch 
from New Hampshire Educational Improvement and Assessment Program (NHEIAP) to the New 
England Common Assessment Program (NECAP). Our juniors were tested in reading and math this 
fall and will be assessed in science in May. Our students responded well to the new testing 
procedures and took the examinations very seriously. Although the results are not due out until the 
end of February, I am extremely proud of the dedication and seriousness they gave to their tests. 


In closing, I would like to thank the many parents who are involved and invested in their student’s 
education. This involvement and support takes on many forms: volunteering at school events, 
attending Parent Advisory meetings, joining a booster club, going to athletic contests, coming to the 
fall musical, attending a choral performance, or simply helping out with homework. Much of the 
student’s success can be attributed to the support that they receive, not only at school, but also at 
home. Your efforts are noticed and are very much appreciated.
